IDENTIFIED. 


The Coroner experienced no little diffi- 


culty in fixing the identity of the deceas- 
ed. He was a man of about 45 years of 
age, was of medium height, strongly 
built, and wore a sandy mustache. 
He 


was partially bald. Among those who 
who were called upon to identify the man 
was Marshal Hewes, who readily recog- 
nized him as Elisha Sebring, who has 
been in the employ of Mr. B. B Tuttle 
for 15 years past. Tbe Marshal knew 
Sebring well,and bad seen him In tbe city 
in an Intoxicated condition on Sunday 
evening at 6 o'clock, when be spoke to 
him.

ing phase whiob makes common people 
believe that a murder trial is not con- 
ducted for the 
purposa of bringing 


a human byena to the halter be deserves 
but rather to determine whether there 
is cot some technical quibble through 
which he can be again turned loose 
upon society. There seems to be an 
evident preparation to cover u/ the 
case in a mass of legal questions—just 
as though any mere quibble ongbt to 
be cast into tbe scales to outweigh an 
unprovoked, cold-blooded murder. Re- 
ports from Washington indicate a gen 
eral belief there that Judge Cox will 
deoidp, when tbe case comes up for 
trial, that he has no jurisdiction in tbe 
milter, because Gmtcau's victim did 
not die in the District of Columbia. 
This belief is strengthened by the faot, 
as alleged, that (he circuit court of the 
District has decided thus in two similar 
cases , If tbi3 is tiue the chief need 
just now 13 a judpe who will cut this 
legal knot and bring to bear a little 
more common sense and ordinary jus- 
tice, and a little less ol legal technical- 
ity. 
The lawyers may tell us that the 


courts cannot be 
ewayed by public 


clamor, and that the precedents estab- 
lished by a long Ime of judicial celeb- 
rities are a better popular safeguard 
than tbe thoughtless demands of tbe 
masses, who are unskilled in the intri- 
cacies of what has been euphemistically 
called "the science of the law." 
To ad- 


mit this would be to adopt Bourbonism, 
pare and simple—that reminder of bar- 
barism which recognizes perfection in 
everything that is aged, and evil in all 
that is new. 
This is an age in which

>e allowed to triumph over right, mere- 
y that old precedents may be observed ? 
.t is high time for some judge to arise 
who has the hardihood to inquire into 
he justice of the precedent, and the 
nerve to set it aside if he finds it sub- 
'ersive of the general welfare. The peo- 
>le demand (and they demand it not 
out of revenge, but that a proper pre- 
cedent may be established for the fu- 
ture) that the main inquiry in Guiteau's 
case should be directed to the question 
whether he committed a deed for which 
he ought to be hung.

>lse in the case.

Dear Strt: The one thing which I mott 
regret during my absence from home IP, 
tbat I did Lot request your most valua- 
ble paper to be sent me here. And. in 
thinking of'this, it has occurred to o>e 
tbat a little sketch of my journey to 
Maine may be of interest to you. 


I left Deoatur on Wednesday, Oct. 


12, on the noon train, arriving in Chi- 
cago in the evening > from Chicago took 
the Grand Trunk^ route, reaching Port 
Huron the next morning, from which 
place cur train was conveyed across the 
lower pirt of Lake Huron by means of 
a ferryboat; at the same time we were 
crossing we met a boat containing four- 
teen loaded freight cars. Our train 
arrived in Montreal Friday morning, 
three hours late, delaying us six hours 
and a half, and thus giving us- a little 
opportunity for sight-seeing. 
Friday 


evening, took the Vermont Central rail- 
road for Boston, just in time to get a 
view of the Queen's bridge, before dark. 
Saturday morning our first point ot in- 
terest was Lowell, Mass., from which 
place to Boston, (a ride of about three 
hours), the route seemed almost one 
continual city. From Boston bought a 
ticket to Brunswick, Me., which is situ- 
ated on tne south side of the Aodro- 
sooggin river, while Topsham, situated 
on the opposite side of the river, was 
my destination. I landed at Topsbam 
Saturday evening, unannounced, taking 
my sister and her family, to whom I 
was making my first visit, entirely by 
surprise. 
To say tbat 1 received a 


hearty welcome would express it but 
slightly. 
Never having seen my broth-, 


er in-law and his children before, I bad 
expected the etatelmess and formality 
which we attribute to New England 
people. 
But, I am sure, more cordiality 


and warm beartedness in our good west- 
ern people can not be found than I meet 
here among these Maine people. 
My 


brother-in-law is running the Franklin 
Family School of Topsham, in which I 
find young people even from oar own 
state, and, aa the name signifies, so 
much of a home is this sehool, that I 
can scarcely tell which are the pupils 
and which my own nieces and nephews. 


I find Topsham quite a refined little 


town, prettily situated, with its hi 11s 
and winding river. It is joined to 
Brunswick by a fine iron bridge. Bruns- 
wick is a town of about 6,000 inhabi- 
tants, bore manufacturing is carried 
on to some extent, though, as is well 
known, Brunswick is specially noted as 
the seat of Bowdoin College. And I 
beg to say a word of my visit to this 
institution. 
The grounds are large and 


well kept, and the buildings numerous. 
The College Chapel is considered one of 
the finest in New England. In this 
building are the library and picture qal- 
lery, which are both very valuable. 


I am very much interested in watch- 


ing the rise and fall of the river. Sit- 
ting where I am, at the south window 
of my room, I can see that it is high 
tide, by an island which is now covered. 
At low tide this island oan be seen dis- 
tinctly from the house. To give a cor- 
rect diary of mv movements, we began 
the week by taking a drive to the sea- 
shore. This was my first near view of 
the salt water. My nieoe and I got out 
of the carriage and walked to the wa- 
ter's edge , I asked her if this water 
was really salt, and she said it was, 
but to make sure, I thought I would 
taste it, and without swallowing it I 
could vouchsafe that she was correct, 
Our next move was a two days' drive 
north, through as picturesque a country 
as I ever saw. 
But, as for farming, it 


seems to me that I should starve here. 
Fiom saveral points of high land we 
could 
easily distinguish the White 


Mountains. 
One of the most interest- 


ing points of this journey was taking 
dinner with a family 
friend, whose 


father, a very learned man, graduated 
from the Bowdoin College in the class 
with Longfellow and Hawthorne. 
Our 


last trip was to the city of Bath, a 
pleasant drive of nine miles from Top- 
sham. Bath is noted tor its ship 
building , it 
contains 
the 
largest 


firm in the United States. In one yard 
I saw five largo ships in different stages 
of construction, and also had a fine 
view of the Kennebeo river. 
We re- 


turned by a different route, and crossed 
Merry Meeting Bay—so called on ac- 
count of the meeting of the Kennebeo 
and Androscoggin rivers. 


Now then, Messrs. Editors, I have 


given you a few lines from my note 
book which I feel but poorly express all 
thu pleasure and benefit I am experi- 
encing from this eastern trip.

U CmUlmed Pesteflee 


Postmaster General James told • 


New York Star reporter tbat there is 
an excess of $1,800,000 in tbe sub- 
treasury there which represents the 
amount of money'orders never claimed. 
New York is the general clearing-house 
of the money-order system, and- that 
amount includes all other money-order 
offices in tb« United States. 


"Wny is it that so muob money re- 


mains unclaimed," asked tbe reporter. 


"From various reasons; chiefly from 


misdirection of 
the money 
orders. 


Many people lwhd~send money are care- 
less as to the address, so that it is never 
received' In othee cases, people receive 
the money orders, and instead of cash- 
ing them at'onoe keep them in their 
pockets or lose them. 
Many of those 


who receive money orders are foreigners 
with slight knowledge of the language, 
and'tbey do not know how to have them 
cashed. There are a great number Of 
ways in which this accumulation may 
have occurred. It is, in fact, not a 
very large amount considering that it 
includes all'tbe United States, and hag 
been accumulating for seventeen years, 
since tbe postal money order system 
was instituted." 


"Can old money* orders be cashed at 


any time ?" 


"Oh, yes. 
There is no limit to time, 


and if yon print these facts in the Star 
'I doubt not there will be a large num- 
ber of old ones presented for payment, 
There has already been a statement 
about the matter, and Postmaster Pear- 
son and I agree tbat there will be prob- 
ably $100,000 of the $1,800,000 re- 
claimed at once." 


The postmaster general during this 


conversation was preparing to return to 
Washington, and at its close took a cab 
for Jersey City, whence he departed on 
the 7:30 train.

he puts up something, and charges 
enough more to make up for what 
he doesn't know. There are 48,- 
000,000 of people in this country, 
whose lives, to a greater or less ex- 
tent, rest on the prescription clerks; 
and the eastern society who have 
flung their banner to the breeze and 
sounded the death of the dead lan- 
guages, will be embalmed in the 
hearts of a grateful posterity. They 
are doing a noble work. Dead lan- 
guages are well enough for dead 
people; but they are eminently ort 
of place in this age of animated 
things. Of course the lopping off 
of the excrescence will bring doc- 
tors down to a level with ordinary 
mortals, and they will have to take 
their chances.

A Big Conjugation Nipped in the Bud 


Decstur's Famous Firemen. 


From Friday's Daily. 
•> 


were startled on yesterday 


afternoon between three and four o'clock 
by a vigorous^ alarm of fire sounded. by 
the headquarters bell. It was soon learn- 
ed that the flre was located In "Potter- 
Palmer" block' on Praire street, in the 
very heart of the busine'ii part, of ihe 
city.aod naturally enough the excitement 
was somewhat gen'eral.parliculaHy among 
merchants. However "Bescjie. Hose Co. 
No. 1," and the Hookies were'promplly on 
band, and with the aid of ine hose and 
Babcock extinguishers the flames .Were 
soon squelched and quiet was once more 
restored. 


The fire originated in that section of ibe 


row owned by Dr. J. N. Bills, and was 
caused by the "3ire-up" ot oil in a two- 
burner gasoline stove on the second floor 
in a room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Jas. 
W. Clark. Mrs. Clark was interviewed. 
She stated tbat she had purchased the 
stove of Capt. C. A. Minckley, and that 
be had told her it was ao improvement 
o.ver all other inventions—that she could 
fill the reservoir with perfect safety while 
tbe jets below were burning, and she be- 
lieved him. Shejauempied to fill the res- 
ervoir without turning off the flames— and 
in the twinkling of an eye the whole out- 
fit wns a mass of flurnea. The stove waa 
standing on a cooking stove near the door 
which opeued iuto tbe narrow stairway 
and an attempt was made to throw the 
burning outfit dowu the steps, but with- 
out success. In a few minutes the wood- 
eu partitions and ceiling were on fire. 
Then came tbe general1 alarm, and the 
stock.of goods on the second floors, own- 
ed by James Veale, the merchant .tailor, 
and Etnina Williams, milliner and hair 
dealer, were moved out iuto the park and 
adjoining buildings. It waa feared for a 
time that the fire would sweep all the 
inflammable buildings on that corner, 
and but for tbe efficient work of the Bre- 
men under the direction of Chief Hewes, 
such would have been the case. The 
flames got between ihe. ceiling and tin 
roof, and much difficulty was experienced 
in getting water thrown where it would 
do .quick work, and the Babcock extin- 
guishers came in good play.

He addressed them as well as be could by shut- 
ting his eyes and imagining the chairs were 
full. He announced another meeting for tbe 
following night and then every seat was full, 
and the next night the house would not bold 
the people 
The fourth night more than half 


tbe people could not get into tbo house and 
large numbers signed tbe pledge At another 
place held a meeting, went to another, came 
back, and there were forty men banded to- 
gether to ride blm on a rail. Tbe rail was 
shown him, friends advised blm not to make 
the pttempt, but he did, "all the same,' and 
when the time came the house was full of peo- 
ple, and the forty men were present. He got 
up to make bis speech, and commenced like 
this He aald he bad been informed that forty 
men had banded themselves together 10 ride 
him OD a rail. He called their attention to the 
fact that they were great cowards to attempt 
to ride a little man like blm on a rall.^ He said 
be had addressed people on the temperance 
question in Leadrllle, Col , and In tbe worst 
towns of the western country, and that he bad 
behaved himself, and was unmolested, and he 
thought It bad come to a pretty pass, if in the 
free state of Pennsylvania be could not exer- 
cise the right of free speech 
He continued 


at some 'ength In this vein, and when he clos- 
ed, twenty out of tbo forty men, bent on bis 
humiliation, came forward and signed the 
pledge 


His speech was in bis characteristic vein 


throughout, and ail went away filled with new 
resolutions to labor In the good cause. The 
next meeting will take place a week from next 
Saturday night, to be addressed by Re\. May- 
nard, of tbe Christian Church. Brother Jake 
goes from here to Muifreeaboro, III . to begin 
a series of meetings there
